i A group of twenty-five French teachers arrived in New York on July 9, for a 
| 70-day study and travel program under the International Teacher Education Pro- 
gram administered by this Office in cooperation with the United States Depart- 


ment of State. 





The schedule of activities for the group was as follows: 


Itinerary: New York - Buffalo and Niagara Falls - Chicago - St. Paul - Livingston - 
Seattle, Washington (from July 15 to August 23 attended the University of Washing- 
ton Summer Institute) - Portland - Oakland - San Francisco - Yosemite National 
Park - Los Angeles - Grand Canyon - Houston - Lafayette - New Iberia - 


New Orleans - Birmingham - Atlanta - Washington, D.C. - back to New Yor x 
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on September 17 - depart from New York on the S.S,. "United States", 
September 19,

Embassy on September 18, 


A group of 33 students of the National Institute of Agronomics in Paris, ar- 
rived in New York on July 25, for a 40-day study and travel program in the 
United States and Canada. The group had the following itinerary arranged for it: 





New York - Washington, D.C. - Beltsville - State College, Pennsylvania - 
Cornell University, Ithaca, New York - Canada through Montreal and Quebec 
from August 3 to 22 - Detroit - Chicago - Decatur - St. Louis - Glasgow - 
Knoxville - and New York via Washington. Two members of the group, 

Mr. P. Henensal and Mr. C. Lequi went on the beginning of August to Des 
Moines (Iowa) where they held short-term positions. 


Reception was given in their honor at the Cultural Services of the French Embassy. 


A group of 52 French students, members of the Association Internationale des 
Etudiants en Sciences Economiques et Commerciales, were invited to spend 
three months in the United States and were offered short-term employment in 
American offices. In exchange, 52 American students from 19 American 
universities worked in French industries and commercial houses this past 
summer, 

The French group arrived in New York on July 14, 1957, ona specially 
chartered plane of Air France. The Cultural Services of the French Embassy 
organized a reception in their honor on July 15.

According to the statutes of the International Association for the Ex- 
change of Students for Technical Experience and by the decree of December 17, 
1956 (Journal Officiel, December 27, 1956) a committee was created in the 
Department of Technical Education of the Ministry of National Education for 
the organization of a program of short-term employment exchanges with 
foreign countries. This committee will be known as the French Committee 
of the IA, E.S.T.E. The Committee will be presided over by the Director 
General of Technical Education or his representative.

In these 
booklets you will find general information on study abroad and courses de- 
signed for undergraduate students. However, most of these courses are 
in French language and civilization. 


Courses in City Planning are given at the Institut d'Urbanisme of the 
University of Paris (3 rue Michelet, Paris, 6e), Mr. P. Lavedan, Director. 


These courses, however, are considered to be on the graduate level. 
If you wish to apply for special permission to enter with your present acade- 
mic status, I would suggest that you write to the Director. Education is 
State-supported in France. There is a registration fee of 1,000 francs at 
this school. 

You would, of course, have to have your program of study approved by 
the Veterans Administration, if you wish to use the 'G.J. Bill" in France.
